WASHINGTON LETTER 



Able Discussion of tbe Consular 
Service Canteen Ques- 
tion.

Washingt*)n, I). C. Jan. 21, 

The message of President Rixwe- 
velt to Congress, suggesting means 
to promote foreign tnwle is in line 
with his well-known views r*‘garding 
the con.sular st*r\'ice. The next four 
years will doubtless witness such a 
.strengthening and bracing up in this 
service as has never Itefore been 
known. The c*>nsular service of the 
Unitetl States is one of the weakest, 
if not the very weakest, branches of 
our civil service. The unfit men 
who have been sent abroal to repre- 
sent us in a commercial and .semi- 
*lipl*>matic capacity are |»erhaps the 
worst ever sent by any government 
for that purpose. A majority of 
them have not known even how to 
sjieak the language of the country to 
which they were accredited. A con- 
sul sent to Caliz, Spain, a few years 
ago, was not in the habit of wearing 
a collar in this country and co?«ider- 
ed it effeminate and un-American to 
wear one. He chewed tobacco in- 
cessantly and was one of the most 
slovenly sli|)sh*>d men of his class. 
Doubtless there is much truth in 
Bums’ lines that “a man’s a man 
for a’ that" but was not the man 
that was under consideration, it was 
the consul —the parson who repre- 
sented us in an alien country among 
people who had been educated for 
ages to consider dress, bearing and 
the graces the end and aim of life 
and who measured and judged our 
country by our representative. This 
Consul to the old and aristocratic 
port of Cadiz was doubtless an ex- 
treme type, but we have many Con- 
suls abroad who are better only in 
degree. They have been appointed 
without regard to fitness— but on 
account of kinship or because of 
some political service rendered. 
They have never traveled and it is 
rare that they know the language of 
the country to which they are sent, 
when it is considered that these 
Consuls of ours, have to compete 
with the debonair educated and poly- 
glot consuls that England and Ger- 
many send abroad we have before us 
the reason why those countries take 
trade away from us in South Ameri- 
ca, Mexico, Cuba and other lands.

He gave orders, and they 
were obeyetl. The members who 
questioned him felt the sting of the 
party lash, and generally were left 
at home the next session. He was 
charged with being tyrannical, and 
he was, but his tyranny was of the 
kind which made for good laws and 
good government. Cannon is equal- 
ly the boss, but less the tyrant. He 
controlls in a different way, but con- 
trolls none the less effectively. 

Reed was feared. Cannon is loved. 
Young men idolize him. He is look- 
ed up to and revered. There is 
nothing of the New Englond aristo- 
crat about Cannon. He is of the 
earth, earthly, and of the world, 
worldly. He speaks in homely phra- 
zes, and occasionally interjects an 
extra word into his siieech to 
make it effective. He is full of an- 
ecdotes, and illustrates points by the 
telling of a pat story. He is in all 
ways a good American, with whole- 
some American ways. 

The power of the Speaker to .shape 
the ways of legislation has never 
been more forcefully shown than 
last week, when he swayed the House 
and turned what threatened to be 
an overwhelming sentiment in fa- 
vor of an extra session and a revis- 
ion of the tariff into an overwhelm- 
ing sentiment the other way. 

He did this in the face of the op- 
pojition of a number of leaders up- 
on the Republican side. Moreover, 
he did it ea.sily. A few of his clos- 
est friends were called into consul- 
tation. "There is no need of an ex- 
tra session, said the Speaker. ,“No 
one is crying for tariff revision ex- 
cept a few who would he benefitted. 
It would disturb the busine.ss condi- 
tions of the country, and hard times 
would result. 1 defendeil the tariff 
wherever Iw ent last fall, and every- 
where I found people satisfiwl and 
contented. The mere suggestion of 
a tariff change is having its effect 
upon the country. Let us show that 
the House is not in .symitathy with 
the move. Get hu.sy.” 

His friends got busy, and in twen- 
ty-four hours a large majority of 
the Republican members ha<l signed 
a protest against an extra .se.ssion, 
and a revision of the Dingley hill 
until at least the next regular ses- 
sion of Congress. 

Cannon may have been wrong or 
right in his contention that nothing 
should be done to le.ssen the duties 
of protection. People disagree as 
to this and disagree widely, but it il- 
lustrates his power and shows what 
a commanding figure he is. Reed 
could have done the same thing, but 
he would not have done it so quiet- 
ly or so diplomatically. There would 
have been more injured ft“elings left 
behind.

JAPANESE RELIGION. 

They Worship Spirits and Defy 
Shades of The 



The touching address which Admi- 
ral Togo delivered atTokio the other 
day to the s|>irits of the officers and 
men who were killed while fighting 
under him in the Port Arthur fleet 
illustrates Shintoism, the Japanese 
national religion. Many theologians 
insistjthat it is not a religion lie- 
cause there is no theoUigy In it; that 
it is only ajmanifestation of certain 
su.s|»erstitions in which the entire 
Jajian»*se nation lieliev»*s, but as 
Hearn has said, it is "the soul of the 
race.” 

All Jaimnese are spirituali.sts, so 
to sp^ak, and they are taught that 
the spirits of the dead, in a .large 
measure control the actions of the 
living. They do not lielieve in ghosts; 
they dofnot have me<liums of com- 
munication with their deiui, and they 
do not receive messaires from the 
other^world. But this world is full 
of friendly'invisible lieintfs, encour- 
«K>ng, prot»»cting and comforting 
them, and the landscapt* is dotted 
with shrines that have been erecte«I 
for the purpose of worshiping goo<I 
and inffuent'al men. 

If a Japanese is going to war he 
prays before the shrine of some great 
soldier; if|he is preparing for a jour- 
ney he goes to the shrine of a great 
traveler; if he is a party to a lawsuit 
he pra>'s for the aid and (Oiiiiance of 
some famous jurist; before he lays 
out his (rmrden he prays to the spirit 
of some great landscape architect, 
f and so on in every Iduty, pleasure 
and labor of life he consults the 
spirit of his ancestors and thiise of 
otherwise a (rood man, and, without 
expecting any direct answer, has 
faith that they will give him their 
encouragement, protect him from 
errors and lead him in the right way. 
This, the theolo(rians say, is not re- 
li(riun; but it is a practical, actual, 
every day thing and illustrates the 
Jaiianese character more strongly 
than any other act or wonl. 

There is a striking contrast be- 
tween the Jaiianese and Hindus in 
this respect. The latter are sur- 
niunded by spirits in a similar man- 
ner and their fate is controlled in 
a similar way, but the gods of the 
Hindu are wicked, cruel vindictive 
and malicious, and in his prayers 
and sacrifices he does not ask for 
light or aid, for he has been taught 
that they will not (rive it to him. 
He lie(rs for mercy; he makes sacri- 
fices and brin(rs offerings from his 
scanty store in the hope of making 
the gods good nature<l, and in that 
way |H*rhaps his misery may lie les- 
sened, his load lighted and impend- 
ing misfortunes averted. On the 
other hand, the Japanese gmis are 
all kind and generous and helpful, 
and the faith of the iieople never 
fails.

Always hang table linen in good 
shape, for it is almost impoasible to 
iron out wrinkles which dry in it. 
Hang both tablecloths and sheets 
across the line evenly, with the 
weight on the warp threads, ends 
down, the warp is stronger than the 
woof, and if hung habitually length- 
wise and good will split across the 
folds. Inm down the middle, fold- 
ing them exactly opposite from the 
way they hung on the line, and they 
will wear longer. 

If clothes have become discoloreil 
through improper washing, try for 
a few wash days the plan of scald- 
ing them just before putting them 
into the last rin.se water; this will 
whiten them beautifully, although it 
is more trouble. 

Never take the clothes from thel;ne 
damp and fold down to iron; let them 
get quite dry, and then bring them 
in, folding them properly when they 
are taken from the line, as this will 
save much ironing out of wrinkles.

The position of the United States 
among nations is unique. We have 
no direct taxes, yet we spend more 
money than any other nation in 
times of peace and pay our veterans 
of the Civil War quite as much 
money in the aggregate, through 
our pension list, as .serves to main- 
tain Germany’s big .standing army. 
With our army and navy to maintain 
and our pension list to meet, we have 
only to apply the internal revenue 
receipts on liquors and tobacco and 
the trick is done. Notwithstanding 
that easy financial problem. Demo- 
cratic papers and speakers keep up a 
howl about the burden of taxation, 
and not a writer or speaker ever paid 
a direct tax except in war times, and 
then through the internal revenue 
system. It is from the same source 
that all the howel about the iniqui- 
ties of the Protective Tariff comes. 
High Tariff they call high taxation, 
and yet it makes but little differer- 
ence how high the Tariff may be on 
goods manufactured in this country, 
as the price is regulated not by the 
Tariff schedules but by business com- 
petition. 

Let any kind of manufacture pay- 
high profits and mills will go up to 
make goods in competition as fast as 
the bricklayers and carpenters can 
do work. High Tariff schedules 
will keep out foreign goods in com- 
petition with goods made in this 
country, and it is a blessed thing 
that such is the case, or down would 
go the prices paid mill operatives 
and others, low enough now as con- 
ditions are. The only way to cheap- 
en goods made here is by reducing 
wages, and the only way to keep 
wages where they are is to put up 
the bars against the same goods 
made by the cheap labor of Eu- 
rope. 

High Tariff or low Tariff, what we 
seek here is employment of Ameri- 
can citizens at living wages. By liv- 
ing wages one thing is meant in this 
country and quite another abroad. 
Here men and women who work dai- 
ly to earn a living are not to be con- 
tent with just enough course food to 
keep them alive, with poor clothing 
just sufficient to cover their bodies, 
nor homes that are not comfortable, 
not decent and not conducive to 
morality. That is the whole story. 
More revenue through the customs 
could certainly be raised with a low 
Tarill, but we would pay with the 
liver and morals of our working peo- 
ple for every dollai-s that came that 
way. 

When the day comes that working 
men and women are content to live 
as do European people of the same 
employment, we shall need no Pro- 
tective Tariff, but we would have 
other problems to solve that .Ameri- 
cans never wish to handle.

man who killed his greyhound.” 

It is im|>ossil>le now to trace the 
original source whence came “Little 
Reil Rilling Hood" and “Cinderel- 
la,” though the latter is probably of 
eastern origin, but it exists uninuti- 
lated in very early French, German 
and Danish. 

One would think that tales which 
have stsMxl tlie test of 1,400 yiears 
and will never drop out of our cur- 
rency must have plenty of “back- 
bone” in them to survive so long. — 
lK>ndon Standard.

ward Secretary. Since the organi- 
zation the membership has increas- 
ed rapidly, having at present thirty- 
three members enrolled, with ten 
honorary members.
